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children, Motlow not being at home. The Tories afterwards managed to 
capture him. He was undaunted and ready to meet the fate seemingly in 
store for him. Bates began plundering his person, He was stooping down 
taking the buckles of his prisoner’s shoes. Motlow said: “Bates, can’t you 
wait until after you have killed me before you rob me?” Just at that mo- 


ment a gun was fired. The ball passed through Motlow’s body; he fell : 
upon Bates. The latter raised himself up, and placed Motlow on his feet 


again. Motlow ran, and was pursued some distance. The blood was gush- 
ing from his wound. He held his arms over his breast and endeavored to 
staunch the flow. He reached a precipice on a stream, made a leap, 
alighted unhurt, and escaped. His bloodthirsty pursuers did not dare to 
make the effort he had; they halted. Motlow recovered from his wound. 

Some years after the close of the war, a man was put in jail at Green- 
ville Courthouse for horse stealing. Someone told Motlow the description 
suited that of Bates. Motlow armed himself, went to the jail, demanded 
the keys, and obtained them. Finding the prisoner to be Bates, Motlow 
carried him out on the public square and shot him. Such was the infamous 
reputation of Bates, the red-handed assassin, and such the state of feeling 
in the community that no one dared to interfere with Motlow while 
enacting the tragedy or to call him to account for it. They felt that a just 
retribution had overtaken a bloody fiend. 

It was during one of these raids of Indians and Tories that our grand- 
father, George Salmon, piloted a party of men to a store which the In- 
dians had robbed. They were on a big spree, and could have been 
whipped easily. The men did not wish to attack. While Salmon was en- 
deavoring to persuade them to fight, an Indian shot him through the 
body. He said that to cleanse the wound a silk handkerchief was passed 
through it from side to side several times. He lived to do good service 
afterward.

After the close of the war, John Ford was engaged in the practice of 
law in Greenville and was elevated to the bench. He died at forty-five 
years of age from a disease of the lungs brought on by a severe cold con- 
tracted during the war. Ford left several children. His son, William, born 
in 1785, was an honest man, always candid in his expressions of opinion, 
and fearless of consequences. He married Harriet Salmon, by whom he 
had children, all of whom died in early life, except Elizabeth and the 
writer, John Salmon Ford. The latter was born in Greenville District, 
South Carolina, May 26, 1815. William Ford immigrated to Lincoln 
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County, Tennessee, in 1817. He went to Texas after annexation, where 
he died at the age of eighty-two in Travis County in 1867. 

John Salmon Ford, at an early period of existence, exhibited some 
marked and rather positive traits of character. He possessed the capacity 
to get into fights with the boys, to fall in love with the girls, and to take 
a hand in the deviltry set on foot by his playmates. The old ladies of his 
neighborhood looked upon him as a sort of prodigy, and predicted he 
would be killed for his general “‘cussedness” before reaching the age of 
maturity, or hanged for some infernal mischief he might commit. 

In 1834, while reading medicine under Dr. James G. Barksdale of 
Shelbyville, Bedford County, Tennessee, Ford volunteered to wait upon 
his friend, Wilkins Blanton, who had contracted smallpox in a virulent 
form. He was eventually sent outside of town to a small house. One of 
the attendants, an old darky, died of the disease. Blanton recovered. The 
young pill peddler got his name in the newspapers.

The war of Texas independence commenced in the fall of 1835. The 
capture of San Antonio gave to the Texians a fame for gallantry, and 
caused many men in the United States to turn longing eyes towards the 
new land of promise. Many young men aspired to take part in a struggle 
which appeared to involve all the principles for which our forefathers 
fought in the revolution of 1776. During the early part of 1836, Ford 
penned an address to the public which was distributed in handbills and 
otherwise. The result of this address was that a number of men volun- 
teered to go to Texas. 
In those days a journey to Texas seemed to be a perilous undertaking. 
It was bidding adieu to the rest of the world and, under existing ciccum- 
stances, volunteering in a war of desperate chances. All knew less than 
100,000 people had thrown down the gauntlet to a nation of 8,000,000 
souls. The fall of the Alamo on Match 6, 1836, the surrender of [James 
W.] Fannin a few days after, and the inhuman butchety of prisoners of 
war, occurring by order of General Santa Anna at Goliad on March 27, 
1836, left no doubt of the character of the warfare waged upon the 
Texians by the government of Mexico. These events shocked the civilized 
wotld, and deterred many from joining the Texas revolutionists. Others 
felt differently; they conceived it a bounded duty to aid those who were 
battling for the cause of constitutional government, for the rights of 
man, for liberty. They stepped to the front, determined to avenge their 
slaughtered brethren, to accept the alternative of victory or death. For 
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such it literally was, The black flag of Santa Anna—the insignia of no 
quarter—told the tale. None but stout-hearted men were likely to take - - 2 
service in a cause surrounded by so many fatal risks. a | 
Preparations were being made to complete the organization and equip- I 
ment of the company. The day of starting was under discussion when 
the whole country was electrified by the news of the victory of San Ja- -_ 
cinto on April 21, 1836. Ford gave up his intention of running for cap- i 
tain under the impression that the fighting was over, and left for Texas, H 
where he arrived in June, 1836, [and settled in San Augustine]. A - | 
gentleman named [ George W.} Jewell was elected captain.

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her children to do the same. The result was that Thomas was converted and united 
wth the Methodists. He soon felt the call to preach. His father opposed because’ 

he was not well educated and poor. But Thomas was determined and in 1809 was admitted 

to the South Carolina Conference. He travelled in South Carolina for two years and 

then was ordained deacon. His third appointment was Wzshita circuit in north 

Louisiana, The history of Mississippi Methodism would be very incomplete without 
assigning Tom Griffin a prominent place on the record, : 

Tom Griffin created quite a sensation among the few Americans acattered about 

the Washita Circuit in Louisiana. The cast of his mind was peculiar and his style 

quite out of the usual course. "Mr. Griffin was a diamond of the purest water but he 

lacks the polish of a lapidary If he had enjoyed the advantages of early cultivation 
what an intellectual giant he would have been...'' once said one of his hearers. He was 
© "a son of Thunder"...."Yes" said Mr. Griffin on one occasion when he was criticized 

by someone, '' Men will degrade themselves to the level of a brute and literally 

wallow in the filthy pools of the most offensive and damning vices, but if the preacher 
“portrays their crimes in their native colors and warns them of their dangers and 

coming down without speedy reformation, their ears are the most refined organs of their 

bodies and they accuse him of Vulgarism,"' 

Thomas Griffin was presiding elder in 1815 in the Louisiana district. 

: In 1832, Thomas Griffin was granted a location at his own request. He 

opened a large farm in the hear waters of Doak's Creek in Madison county, Miss., where 
he contributed liberally of his time, labor and money in building up and sustaining 

Pleasant Grove Church and Camp Ground, He was greatly devoted to the doctrines and 
discipline of the church to the end of his life, and was a very zealous and laborious 

local elder. His health became more and more unsettled after his location. His 


assurance of heaven was strong. He died in 1851.

I am interested in any family whose ancestors came here early, and settled in 
any Coastal County, as far as Lumberton, Poplarville and Hattiesburg, and as 
' far Gaet as Pascagoula and Mose Point, If your Foreparents settled here early, 
“you helped build this coastal area, :The first man to settle here, including 
the States of Illinois, Louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama, was a Scotchnan 
who sailed from French Canada, by the name of John McClure, who settled on his 
plantation by the name of "Capinon" above the Pascagoula Tribe f Indians. 
Chief Chito-Paska made his mark on the land sale, The second settler was "Old 
Man Picart" whose much later descendent "peddled" trinkxets up through old 
Harrison County. They both settled here in 1699, with a few others; I'd spoil 
my story if I reveal their names at this point. The Indians "ovned everything" 
beginning a few miles north of the Coast. In 1702, there were 130 people in 
the entire region mentioned, I know their names, the name of coat on tnich 
they arrived, where they settled —- one stopped 8) "Prairie Fakss?ek!! (Big-Level, 
or Turkey-Hen Prairie, Many of them arrived at Ship island and checked-in at 
Cld Fort Maurepas (first, Cceean Springs, then Old Biloxi, then Biloxi proper), 
which was the capital of this antire area of the United States. Jew alias 
Stultheve brought the first "wheeled~chair" to Fort Maurepas, and many of you 
will be surprised that your foreparente stood on the beacn and gawked at the 
first form of the "buggy" to arrive in the Southland. The Lottds sailed up 
Pearl River and settled on it's banks, the spot being identified as "Lott's 
Bluff" for a hundred years, which later became Columbia, Mississippi. I an 
nov attempting to connect this fanily rith the Lott Family in Stone County. 
By 1722, Biloxi was a booming tom, when they had a big celebration; tvo ships, 
the "Loire" and "Deaux Freres" out near Ship Island, fired a calute of sixteen 
camions for this whole "Territory of Louisiana" had 450 inhabitants, incluling 
officers at tha Fort, settlers, henon and children, and Negro and Indian Slaves. 
I have a list of the French Acadians, who came here when the Fronch were offer 
ed a refuge here in the Southland after the inglish were victorious and drove 
them out; among the names appear, Cuevas, Dedeaux, Ladnier, iicaise, ete. I 
have the names of the very firet 85 settlers in "Nouvelle Crleans" (som Cr— 
leans), The history of the old trading posts at Shieldsboro and Woolmariet are 
most intererting, and was the vory back-bone of the "Territory Jast of Pearl 
River" for many years, Many of Stone C ounty's population came here under 
John Lawls "Mississippi Company", rnen his agents were unable to mect their 
quota to settle 5,000 rhites from Surope, and agents were sent to the told 
Northern regions on the Atlantic Coast to persuade them to settle here, it 
was an attractive propostion, and old neighbors up there, soon became neighbors 
down here, So many of our villages and countice here are named in honor of 
old settlers, such ast Bond, Wiggins, Perkins-town, Saucier, McHenery, Lyuan, 
Foxrorth, ete., — and of courre the very first real settlers, the "Bilochy" 
Indians, meaning "first people", I have the names of the two gentlemen to whom 
the Pascagoula and Biloxi Indiane cold thier lands when they. joined the Indians 
on the Uissdiecippi River.

FAMILY OF REV. JOHN FORD s Descended of English, Welsh and Sctoch Ancestry; the 2 
8eotch branch of family were lineal descendents of the defunct Stuart dynasty of 
Scotland; others were Hugenots, and there were some Scotch Presbyterians. The 
family is known for noble men and wemon; intellectual, and all above mediocrity; 
graceful and dignified in manner, trustworthy in principles and always esteemed as 
first class citizens. The family came to Zsrion District in South Carolina, befor 
coming to the extreme Southland .~EAsPREAPELE PAE RSS ALAR ES, Nee pany 
Ef ABEEIEES EAP ER AREER RSME BER ME PRSRES In 1790, JOHN FORD, wed Catherine Ard, 
by whom he had 13 children, 8 sons and 5 daughters. His wedding tock place in 

&. C.3 ell children lived passed middle age, except one dau, died in infancy. In 
the Natchez District, John and Catherine attended a "Camp Meeting", and were the 
first Ford's to become Methodists, This man had a brilliant mind; he grew—up in 
the midst of the Revolution, with little education, common among all at the tine, 
but by reading and studying, he educated himself brilliantly. He served tro terms 
itt the Legislature in ©. 0 before coming here. He was a member of the Convention 
that framed the first Constitution of the State of Miss. In 1807, from S. C. 

Mr. Fordsffamily with a pitifully small colony of people, settled in the Tenn. 
Valley (near Huntaville, Ala.) where due to isolation, and wilderness, they set- 
up a sort-of Gov, of their own, not knowing to which State or Territory they be- 
longed. After one yr. completely surrounded ba and exposed to savages and constart 
danger, he built flat boats, and descended theUlenn. and Miss Rivers, and came to 
Natchez Territory, embarking at Bayou Pierre, where they stopped one yr. at "Red 
Likk" (Jeff, Co). Phen removed to Marion Co., and settled on_the W, side of 
Pearl River, where he remained until death on Feb, 4, 1826. Four of his sons 
became Methodist Ministers; John Jr., preached in Marion So and environs, but 

didd in Harroson County (Texas), in 1842, Thos, went to Ga. for educational 
purposes, where he wed, returned to preach thru Hinds Co as a "travelling Preac— 
her", around Raymond, Clinton, and Jackson, Thos. was finally a missionary 
preacher among the Choctaw Indians. In Jackson, he preached in a small 2~-story 
brick bld, called the "State-House" - surrounded by a saloon and "all their 

usual attachments", His big supporters in Jackson was a family by the name of 
"Finucane", at whose home he "held his meetings". Thos died on his farm at Clin- 
ton around 1887; had accumulated almost a fartune in farming activities but 

nearly all swept away in Civil War, He was described as a "grateful perfume 
wherever he went preaching the word", ; 

REV. WASH. FORD: settled almost on the line between Madison and Leake County, 
where he continued until his death; was a cultivated man, a polished gentleman, 
superio@.and influential in every way 3 true to all family traditions,

“What is it like living full time on a boat? 
Does it feel like you’re camping out in such 
asmallspace? Don’t you get bored?” These 
are just a few of the questions I am often 
asked and I reply that living on a boat is like 
living in a small condominium/apartment 
that floats and allows one to change his 
neighborhood at a whim’s notice. The only 
thing missing is the attic and garage that 
seems to swallow the accumulated “‘stuff’ 
one acquires with time. Instead, the water- 
line is increasingly raised little by little with 
each haulout.

Changing the neighborhood has been a 
constant thing for us since 1987, with aver- 
aging close to 100 anchorages or ports annu- 
ally and over 18,000nm sailed. It started 
with Jim retiring from his occupation as a 
Pascagoula, Mississippi Bar Pilot, each of us 
selling our sailboats, purchasing our be- 
loved Wind Rose an Antigua 44-foot ketch 
and sailing to Europe. It seems that if we 
don’t leave our current anchorage or port 
within three days, becoming a ‘“‘local” be- 
comes the norm and it isn’t until twenty-one 
days later that the wanderlust (changing the 
neighborhood whim) occurs once again. 

Looking back, our 1988 mid-April de- 
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parture from Pascagoula, Mississippi to 
Marathon in the Keys proved to bea delight- 
‘ful3 1/2 day sail. Until the end of May, last 
minute projects were frantically finished in 
Marathon with the help of excellent services 
available. When the time finally arrived to 
depart, stepping out of Boot Key Harbor’s 
front door and encountering the mighty blue 
waters of the Gulf Stream once again and her 
swift five-plus knot current heading in our 
direction, North, is still a thrill. We had to 
tub our eyes several times to make sure the 
24 hour 212nm run was accurate. This 
wasn’t to be the norm as the course was 
gradually eased to a northeasterly direction, 
but we arrived in Bermuda nine days later

after encountering a mixed bag of weather. 
The blustery 35 plus knot winds associated 
with a stationary ridge that blew us into the 
port of St. George’s stayed with us for two 
weeks before the weather presented us with 
a window to head further east. A must while 
visiting Bermuda is taking the bus ride that 
circles the island, visiting the dock yards and 
the Radio Bermuda control room. The is- 
land is so alive with colorful bursts of “Eas- 
ter egg” colors used to paint buildings and 
small fishing boats, with splashes of vivid 
green vegetation all of which is set against 
the turquoise and indigo sea. It was certainly 
difficult to leave. 

The 1800nm passage to the Azores proved 
to be an interesting run with a mixed display

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of weather. Almost every late afternoon a 
light rain shower cleaned the deck, sails and 
rigging. About 95% of the wind was off the 
stem quarter and it varied from slick calm 
days where we made ice cream and exer- 
cised the motor to 45 knot tailwinds. By 
listening and talking to the amateur radio net 
on 21.400USB frequency, called the Trans- 
atlantic Maritime Net at 1300 GMT, we 
were able to plot the positions of other boats 
to keep the wind and avoid the center of the 
Azores High. We never went above 39 
degrees North latitude. This net also gives 
comprehensive weather at 1330 GMT from 
Norfolk, Virginia daily. After the few days 
it takes for us to get accustomed to the 
routine of watches, navigation, daily main- 
tenance, and my endless battle with sea 
sickness (still get it even after 12 years of 
living aboard), life settles down to a pretty 
peaceful, relaxing time. Since there are just 
the two of us and our 16 pound tabby cat, 
Charlie,a2-hour-on/2-hour-off watch sched- 
ule at night is used and a very loose one 
during the day depending upon one’s sleep- 
ing needs. The center cockpit has a com- 
pletely zippered vinyl enclosure which al- 
lows for easy control of ventilation for those 
warm, sunny days and makes sleeping out 
there comfortable with cushions and a com- 
forter. A small digital kitchen alarm clock is 
set at twenty minute intervals which allows 
forcatnapping when outside shipping lanes.

wherever we are gives us many hours of 
enjoyment reminiscing, especially with the 
use of the waterproof cockpit stereo speak- 
ers. The most amazing part of the Atlantic 
crossing was having to alter course three 
times due to other pleasure yachts on self- 
steering and no one on watch. The “Big 
Boys” posed no problems: 

After thirteen days, on the third July, 
Wind Rose was berthed in the new Horta 
marina in Fial, Azores. She was the 630th 
pleasure yacht to register in Horta that year 
and now it is very common to have over 
1,000 yachts making a yearly appearance. 
The Azores are such a special group of 
islands with “old world” charm and exquis- 
ite beauty. The hillsides give a patchwork 
quilt effect with blue hydrangea flowers 
used as fences to border off the crops and the 
greenish-black trees and vegetation. We 
could smell the island’s sweet earthy scents 
long before her green mountainous peaks 
majestically appeared over the horizon. 
Being at sea for any length of time one loses 
the smell of land and gets accustomed to the 
fresh sea air. The Azores High Pressure is 
well developed over this area during the 
summer months, making the days comfort- 
ably warm and sunny. 

It was unbelievably hard to say adios to 
such friendly caring people living in para- 
dise, but it was now. August and time to 
explore the European coast. Thesame Azores 
High gave us continuous days of sunshine,

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slick seas and light winds during our six day 
passage to Lisbon, Portugal. This is sucha 
magical city for one’s first landfall on the 
Continent, because the Portuguese have been 
prolific sailors for centuries and the exhibits 
and museums depicting seafaring history 
are par excellent! Many yachts make their 


wrong feeling for the Med and Spain in 
particular. 

The Mediterranean Sea is one of the most 
complete cruising/playgrounds in the world. 
There are over 2,000nm from end to end that 
allows for long distance sailing or day-hop- 
ping excursions. After visiting Portugal,

and Italian Rivieras, Corsica, Sardinia, Ponza, 
Elba, Italy and her other smaller islands,

landfall further south in Portugal along its 
south coast at an overly crowded condo 
resort with 1500 berth marina called 
Villamora, which doesn’t reflect the true 
taste of Europe. They then head along an 
area more aptly called “Coast del Concrete” 
rather than “Coast del Sol”. Here endless 
miles of high rises and condos, many never 
completed, clutter the hillsides and sea fronts. 
By missing the more relaxed areas of Portu- 
gal, one of the last countries to be bom- 
barded by tourism, many yachties have the

Lapari Islands, Sicily and her islands off the 
west coast,.Tunesia, Yugoslavia, Greek 
Ionian, Greek Pelopenesse and her islands, 
Crete, Rhodes, Turkey and Cyprus, we de- 
cided it would be better to summarize in 
general rather than write a book. If we did 
write one it would describe the breath-taking 
scenery with mountains often jetting 5,000 
feet right out of the sea, the unbelievable 
charm and friendliness experienced every- 
where, not to mention the historical ruins, 
art, churches and museums seen. Yachts 
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moving west out of the Med told us to move 
slowly eastward and see it all as one goes 
because once one turns around and heads 
West, it becomes a fast exit. Oh, how true it 
is that statement. By the time Wind Rose had 
tumed to head West all we wanted to do was 
sail and not look at another church, museum 
or historical ruin! 

We cruise well past the normal cruising 
season which ends in September for most 
yachts, and continue throughout the winter 
months. The winter temperatures are simi- 
larto the North Gulf without the hard freezes; 
however the frontal systems are stronger, 
more severe and deserve respect. By play- 
ing the weather windows and moving when 
settled weather reappears after a front, it 
allows us to enjoy cruising year round. The 
marinas are used when necessary but during 
the off-season months when they aren’t 
crowded and less expensive. The local folks 
are much friendlier and relaxed after the 
hectic tourist season. By being on a boat and 
often staying for an extended time in one 
place, it gives us a chance to get to know 
some of the local people and street vendors. 
By our learning a few basic phrases in every 
language needed, people would smile, be- 
come very open and helpful. Many spoke 
English butwereembarrassed tospeak, think- 
ing we would laugh at them until they heard 
me speakin theirnative tongue. Thisisa true 
ice breaker and often led to many fun expe- 
tiences and making new friends. 

Before leaving the States I asked a sea- 
soned cruiser about provisioning and she 
said not to overload with canned products, 
especially vegetables. How true indeed 
because we haven’t opened a canned veg- 
etable other than tomatoes since 1988! The 
produce and meat markets in every country 
are beautifully displayed with vine-ripened 
fruits and vegetables. The poultry and pork 
is of excellent quality with very little fat. 
Beef looks good but it is chewy because it 
isn’t hung to tenderize. Often the butchers 
will put the animal’s head on display to let 
the people know his meat has been freshly 
slaughtered. Seafood is available but ex- 
tremely expensive and often spoilage is re- 
tarded by chemicals. Needless to say, we eat 
fish only if we catch it ourselves and it is still 
wiggling. Because the Med doesn’t have 
fishing restrictions on size, it is being fished 
dry. But by cruising in early Spring or late 
Fall, when the large migratory fish such as 
tunas, dorados, and swordfish are moving 
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through the Med and using local lures for a 
particular area, we have been very successful. 

’- Throughout Europe, except Turkey, the 
custom of closing shops for a long lunch 


called “‘siesta” is the norm. During the 


summer months with the extremely hot tem- 
peratures, light winds and long daylight 
hours, it is a necessity. But, this ritual 


continues throughout the winter months as - 


well when the sun sets quite quickly. Shop- 
ping is from 0900-1330 and shops reopen 
1730-2000 except Saturday which is a half 
day, and Sunday everything is closed. This 
time schedule makes getting all the neces- 
sary shopping, laundering, and hunting for 
repair parts often difficult at times. With 
continual experience the manana syndrome 
setsin and life getseasier. Because the world 
is becoming “plasticized”, credit cards are 
used everywhere. We have used the Visa 
debit card in banks for cash advances in all 
the countries mentioned with no problems. 
Even phoning the States has become pain- 
less with the ATT “US Direct” dialing sys- 
tem whichconnects with a New Yorkopera- 
tor in seconds. She in return can dial a toll- 
free 800 number to connect with the marine 
catalogue companies for a small hook-up 
charge. We have found the best place to 
have parts fora boat flown in from the States 
overseas is Gibraltar. It is a simple, painless 
operation and the officials are very relaxed. 


The key to it alll is to have on the outside of | quire major transportation connections. If 


the package and on the invoice inside the 
magical words .. . “For Yacht in Transit”! 
One of the strangest experiences to get 
used to is the very slight tidal ranges in the 
Med, somewhat like the Northern Gulf area, 
especially after experiencing 12-foot tidesin 
Lisbon and 10 foot tides just 75 miles from 
Gibraltar. As a result, the boats “Med- 
moor” bow or stern to a pier. A tag line is 
picked up which is a chain that is attached to 
larger mooring chains. If these mooring 
lines aren’t available then one must drop his 
own ground tackle, and that is when the fun 
begins with boats crossing over other rodes! 
By going bow-to, this gives more privacy 
and keeps the rudder in deeper water for 
those large wakes the fishing vessels often 
leave going full throttle leaving the harbor. 
A good gangway prowcan be made out ofan 
aluminum ladder with a plywood board se- 
cured to the ladder rungs. This is reversible 
and the ladderrungscan be used toclimba wall. 
The Mediterranean can be an expensive 
cruising ground, but by staying out of the 
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yacht marinas that are exorbitantly priced 
except off-season, and using the commer- 
cial ports, harbors and anchorages, we have 
learned to cruise quite conservatively. The 
commercial ports and harbors are situated in 
the heart of the old section with its “old 
world” atmosphere and buildings, while the 
marinas are often away from town and re-

available, we prefer to swinggon the hook 
which is still free. The vast majority of 
European boats use all-chain rodes that will 
swing onamuch shorter scope in thecrowded 
anchorages. Wind Rose has both types, one 
being all chain and the other is chain and 
nylon rode. Because the Med is very moun- 
tainous, down-drafts from these nearby 
mountains can cause gusts in excess of 50

knotsattimes, which makesoversized ground 
tackle good insurance. Finding shallow 
water is often difficult and dropping the 
anchor in 40-50 feet is common. A good 
heavy windlass is a wise investment... 
especially when the anchorage becomes a 
leeshoreand windsand seasare building quickly. 

Eating out can be a very expensive expe- 
rience if not careful, but finding where the 
locals like to eat has given us a chance to eat 
non-touristy regional cuisine. Many restau- 
rants in every country have available a hot 
meal during lunch for a special price. The 
law requires that the working class has ac- 
cess to a hot meal at a very reasonable price. 
These are similar to our daily specials and 
have proven good value for the money. 
Acquiring cookbooks that feature different 
countries’ cuisine has enabled us to eat typi- 
cal dishes using local ingredients at much 
lower prices than dining in a restaurant. 
Potlucks are always fun and introducing 
them to foreign-flagged yachts have given 
us a chance to sample interesting dishes. 
With so many different countries with their 
cultures and cuisines just an overnight sail 
away from each other, we never get tired of 
changing our neighborhood at a whim! 

A useful addition to our navigation equip- 
mentis the facsimile weather maps obtained 
by using a decoder hooked to aSSB receiver 
(radio) and a laptop computer. We have 
used several different companies in the past 
but have found for the simplicity and money 
the Software System Consulting Company 
out of San Clemente, California to be very 
satisfactory.

used throughout the Med. Besides all this, 
voice weather is given in English twiceaday 
from France covering the Western Med and 
from Greece for the Eastern Med. The 
United Kingdom Maritime amateur radio 
net meets twice a day at O300GMT and 
1800GMT on 14.303 USB frequency with 
yachts calling in giving local weather and 
information. This net gives a comprehen- 
sive weather forecast at 1830GMT daily 
which covers the areas of England, Portugal, 
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Cruise from Mobile Bay! 


Canaries, and the Wester and Eastem Med. 

Cruising the Mediterranean has been such 
an enriching experience, especially being 
there while so much currenthistory has been 
happening with the tearing down of the 
Berlin wall and reuniting the Germanys, the 
dissolving of the Soviet Union, new cruising 
grounds opening up in Albania and Russia, 
the Mid-Eat crisis and war and the Yugosla- 
vian war. The thrill of seeing such a vast 
array of international flags flying from the 
yachts in an anchorage or harbor. and the 
friendships established makes one aware of 
how small the world is becoming. We are 
amazed at the number of families with chil- 
dren taking a couple of years out of the 
normal routine to cruiseand explore the Med 
before returning to their homes and back to 
the reality of the “real world”. 

Many countries offer excellent charter 
packages with modem, comfortable racing/ 
cruiser sailboats where one could be part of 
aplanned flotilla or strike out on hisown and 
explore. If any of you have the urge to 
retrace history, get lost exploring the small 
winding cobblestoned back streets with their 
quaint shops, to eat different foods, to laugh 
and enjo¥*people who speak different 
tongues, then exploring the Mediterranean 
either on your boat or by means of chartering 
is a must. It is a cruising ground that could 
take years to fully explore and enjoy chang- 
ing the neighborhood while doing so.

Ann Ford, a daughter of Rev. John Ford married lst Hugh Ervin. Their children 
were; Hugh Ervin and Margaret Ervin. 

Hugh Ervin died and Ann Ford Ervin then married Rev. Thomas Griffin a Methodist 
‘minister from Virginia. 

Thomas Griffin about medium. height, square built, a little stoop shouldered, 
muscular, active and sallow complexion, a sharp Grecian face and a penetrating 
quizzical eye that would attract attention in any company. He was industrious and a 
capable man of great endurance. There was an unusual degree of sanctity in his expression 
blended with great decision and firmness in doing what he thought was nae duty. 


The following has been said of.him: 
6 “The most remarkable in all that pertains to attractiveness, ectast labors 
and extensive usefulness, sent into Mississippi this year was Thomas Griffin, No man 
made a deeper impression on the public mind in Mississippi and Louisiana as a 
traveling preacher than he did, He was as much loved by pious people and perhaps es, 
as much hated by the wicked who were wedded to sins, as any man we ever had among us." ©. 
He was of Welsch extraction and a Virginian by birth, though principally, ; 
brought up in Oglethorpe county, Georgia on the very outskirts of civilization. His 
mother was a Baptist and his father was called a “Highland or dry footed Baptist."

As he had a son older than Sampson, he Was of course, older than twenty-one at this time.

Considering the uncertainty of life, and the many einabaeees that arise in 
the distribution of Estates and final settlement of the same. I Ebenezer Ford being 
now in good health, and of sound mine and discretion, do ate constitute, and write 
‘with my own hand this my last will and testament, of all my estates, real, personal, 
mixed and of every descriptioa whatsoever, in the manner following. To wit. 
First, I direct that all mu just debts shall be paid by my kxecutors hereinafter 
nominated as soon as may be, of any money of my estate that may come into their hands.

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ECONOMICS PROFESSC 


Pascagoula’s Terrell Ford retired after 34 
years as a college educator, and turned her 
attention to professional modeling

PASCAGOULA — Terrell Ford is blonde and 
beautiful, but she doesn’t fit the stereotype of 
being dumb. She’s has proved that fact over and 
over. 

Ford has never followed the traditional path. 
She gender-integrated the economics graduate 
program at University of Mississippi. She worked 
for 34 years in a field dominated by men as a col- 
lege economics professor. 

After she retired from teaching, she pursued a 
successful international modeling career. And 
when she redid her house, she tackled many of 
the jobs herself. 

After earning her undergraduate degree at 
MSCW (now Mississippi University for Women) 
and her master’s at University of Southern Mis- 
sissippi, Ford went to Ole Miss to earn her Ph.D. 
in econoraics, 

At that time it was almost totally a man’s field, 
and people were shocked to see a woman there. 

“I was the first woman doctoral candidate in the 
school of business there. Everybody was person- 
ally nice to me and I found no discrimination in 
the classroom, but there were some forms of dis- 
crimination. 

“A professor told me that I was the best quali- 
fied applicant for the service scholarship, but 
they didn’t award it to women,” she said. 

After she graduated, she did get a job as a pro- 
fessor there, but still found evidence of gender 
bias. Her husband was in law school, and they 


lived on a budget. When she applied for faculty ; 


housing, the professor in charge told her she 
would be put on the list. > 

Later someone else advised her she would nev- 
er move to the head of the list as long as he was 
in charge, but she could circumvent the “list” by 
going to the maintenance department. 

Presto! She had a house that cost a fraction of 
the rent she was paying in town. 

Her daughter, Linda, was born while Ford was 
teaching at Ole Miss. At the time teachers were 
supposed to resign when they became pregnant. 
She needed the job, so she stayed on a stringent 
diet and bought larger-sized clothes. She missed 
only six days of class when the baby was born — 
and almost no one on campus knew beforehand 
that she was expecting a child. 

During her 34 years of teaching, she has 
worked for Ole Miss, Troy University, Concordia 
University in Quebec, Pearl River Junior Col- 
lege, USM, the University of South Florida, the 
University ‘of London, the London School of Busi- 
ness — but her longest tenure was at University 
of South Alabama. During her 26 years there, she 
was professor of management and served as 
department chair. 

“It was hard to retire,” she said. “I had a great 
job that I enjoyed, but I knew I had to retire 
while I was young enough to make a new life.” 

Make a new life, she did. 

Going to New York to model, not as a dewy-eyed 
teenager but as a mature adult, she studied with

experts in the field. She took speech training, 
professional modeling classes, seminars on audi- 
tions and commercials. 

She entered modeling and talent competitions, 
garnering titles, experience and exposure in the 
modeling world. 

“I moved to New York and lived in a women’s 
residential hotel with about 300 other models, 
actresses, singers and businesswomen. It was 
interesting,” she said. 

Although she did some TV commercials and 
two video travelogues, one in the Orient and 
another in Europe, most of her work was com- 
mercial print modeling. 

Serving as Lauren Bacall’s body double was one 
of her most memorable ventures. 

“Most movie posters are shot with body dou- 
bles,” Ford said. 

“By the time they make the posters, the stars 
have scattered to other projects, but the produc- 
ers have plenty of head shots of them. They take 
hundreds of pictures of us and study them to 
see where they can attach the star’s head to the 
double’s body.” 

The body from the star’s picture goes into the 
garbage, along with the picture of the double’s 
head, she said. Then the star’s head and the dou- 
ble’s body are merged. 

“I wore the cashmere coat she’d worn in the 


movie. The body doubles for the other stars of | 


the movie were there, too — for Kirk Douglas, 
Dan Aykroyd, Jenny McCarthy. It was fun.” 

For three-and-a-half years Ford commuted 
regularly between New York and Mobile, where 
she maintained her home base. 

After 9-11, she returned to Mobile, and two 
weeks later she. came home to Pascagoula.

“For 17 years, I lived in Pascagoula and com- 
muted to Mobile to teach. Then I leased my 
house out to wonderful tenants and lived in 
Mobile for 12 years.
